EDITORIAL JOTS. 


At last the United States has got 


around to the Credit Mobilier. Tl is 
scandal occurred so long ago that we 
have nil forgotten about it. Oakes 
Amen, the originator of it, is dead. 
Schtiyler Colfnx nnd other promi- 
nent men who were said to have been 
shareholders in tlio thieving concern, 
have retired from public life, and it 
ia almost like reading the Bible to 
again run over a matter so dead and 
forgotten as the Credit Mobilier. 


Some of the papers are holding up 


their hands in horror at the conduct 
of the Truckee people in compelling 
tho Chineae to rebuild in a spot 
where the town is not endangered 
from fire and disease. If the jour- 
nals alluded to had hid the experi- 
ence of our mountain sister probably 
they would fiercely demand that all 
Chinamen and China shanties be 
sunk in the Pacific ocean. Truokee's 
experience ban been a dearly bought 
one, aud though decided nothing of 
an inuendi^ry proceeding was visible 
in their efforts to force John to va- 
cate and buil I on a spot provided, 
beyond that induced by a love of 
self-preservation. Save those tears. 


The cash principle will no doubt 


be generally introduced in Reno on 
the first of January. In fact we may 
expect to see it as one of the "re- 
forms" incident to the advent of the 
new year. Once thoroughly at work 
all will concede its valne over the 
present slipshod system. One little 
imagines tho cost of luxuries when a 
"charge it" is all that passes at the 
time, bnt when at the end of six 
months or a year a bill of alarming 
proportion is presented us a result of 
so many "charge its." Required to 
pay cash the buyer knows how he 
stands from month to month, aud 
saves money. The cash system is 
really the only true way to do busi- 
ness. 
It is unpleasant to refuse 


credit, but business men are com- 
pelled to do it to save themselves 
from bankruptcy.

MANY PARDONS.—Governor 


Williams, of Indiana, pardons more 
criminals than any other Chief Ex 
ecu'.iva officer of any other State in 
the Union. It is said that it is only 
necessary to present him with a nu- 
merously signed petition to reach 
his sympathies, convince bis judg- 
ment, and secure the release from 
prison of the. most hardened convict. 
The Indianapolis Journal allegesthat 
these pardons impose an additional 
tax of 8125,000 per annum upon the 
people, nnd that crime has increased 
twenty five per cent in Indiana since 
Williams became Governor. It pro 
poses to deprive him of tha pardoning 
power, and vest it in a Commission, 
as is done in some of the other States. 


KEAENEY had a large procession to 


welcome him back to San Francisco. 
Two thousand men and boys, with 
torches, were in line and marched 
through the streets to the sand lots, 
where Wellock made a speech of 
welcome, Kearney replied briefly.

the offenders to justice. 


The practice of "buying votes"as it 


is called, had become so open, noto- 
rious and disgraceful that ttie Legis- 
lature of 1873, endeavored to put a 
check upon it by passing this ample 
and exhaustive Act agaiost it. 
Thin 


has now been ia operation for five 
ywara without a single conviction 
under it, although the venal practice 
all th« wbile continued. So far from 
there having been a conviction, there 
has U' ver been a single indictment 
presuiti'd. The people not only are 
wean of the inactivity of the officers 
of tin- l'iw, iu this connection, but 
are rL'hlfirlly becoming alarmed at 
the I'Mjb.ible results, unless 
those 


who h ive the means and turpitude to 
purchase up the venal and debased, 
are at once rebuked aud punished. 
Neither rebuke nor punishment can 
be iidnanistered to those deserving 
of liol i unless a Grand Jury can be 
found fearless, faithful and energetic 
enough to hunt down these corrnpt- 
ioniata, who are notjonly law brokers, 
but thievfs of the liberties of the 
people. I ati required by the stat- 
utes to charge you on this subject, 
and iny only regret is that T feel my 
self reully u'r-able to do the subject 
justice, but relying "pon your integ 
rity, your 
judgment 
and honest 


desire lo do your whole duty, I con- 
jure you to pursue yonr inquiries on 
this subject with zeal energy and 
fearlessness. Let no feeliugsof Irientl 
ship, political or personal, 
influ- 


ence you in the least degree from 
your duty under your oaths, and as 
good citizens 
Spare no man whom 


you may find to have committed an 
offense under the law. Self preser- 
vation demands that this matter 
should by thoroughly iuvestigated, 
a check placed upon the practice, and 
an example made of the guilty. Un- 
til such is done neither tho rights of 
persons nor property is safe from the 
results of such dangerous and unlaw 
ful acts . 


I might call to yonr attention par 


tioalar oases and persons whom uni 
versa! report connects with these 
matters; but I forbear, because I 
might do innocent men a great harm, 
and I leave to you, after an opportu 
uity for inquiry, to determine the 
guilty ones,'as far as you can, or to 
eionerate all, you 
will probably 


find that the men of each political 
party have been equally guilty, and 
I have that faith in you impartiality 
aud devotion to the demands of right 
and you will make no invidious dis 
tinctiions. All of which is respect- 
fu ly Rubmited.
